ADMIRAL PEARY 
ARCTIC EXPLORER 
DIED EARLY TODAY

W ashington, Feb. 20.—The posi­ 
tion of the American governm ent 
on th e Adriatic settlem ent has been 
m ad e so plain in President Wil­ 
son’s reply to the allied note that 
adm inistration officials believe the 
w ay to further argum ent on the 
subject virtually bas been closed 
It was said, however, th at by this 
they did not mean the door to 
fu rther exchanges had been shut. 
A reply to the president’s latest 
com m unication is anticipated, and 
a final agreem ent between the va­ 
rious iM»wers expected. 
The presi­ 
dent throughout the exchanges now 
in progress is understood to have 
made it perfectly clear the United 
S tates can n o t accept 
the 
settle­ 
m ent agreed on by the allied pow­ 
ers and concurred in by Italy, and 
which was the subject of an ulti­ 
m atum to Jugo-Slavia last month. 
H e also made it clear enforce­ 
m ent of the term s of the secret 
treaty of London would be wholly 
unacceptable to the United States. 
T he presid ent’s note still is being 
studied by Acting Secretary Polk, 
and it was said at the state depart­ 
m ent it would not be dispatched un­ 
til tomorrow'. 
It w as stated officially the ques­ 
tion of giving publicity to the ex­ 
changes would wait on delivery of 
the p resid en t’s note and the acqui­ 
escence of the other governments.

Discoverer of Pole. 
It was on the afternoon of Sep­ 
tem ber 6. 1909, that the following 
few* wrords reported to the civil­ 
ized world for the first time this 
crowming achievement of three cen­ 
turies of effort: 
“Indian Habor, via Cape Ray, N. 
F., Septem ber 6.—To the Associat­ 
ed Press, New York: 
“Stars and 
Stripes nailed 
to 
North Pole. 
“PEARY.” 
Peary’s actual attainm ent of the 
pole had been just five months be­ 
fore, on April 6, 1909. 
When this dispatch came, the 
world was. quite unknown to Peary, 
already praising Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook as the discoverer. 
Only four 
days previous 
to the 
Peary an­ 
nouncement, Cook, wffio was on his 
way back to Copenhagen on board 
a Danish steam er, had telegraphed 
the claim that he reached the pole 
on April 21, 1908—nearly a year 
ahead of Peary. 
W hile Dr. Cook’s claim did not 
go unquestioned from the first, he 
had for four days at least been, 
widely acclaimed as the discoverer 
of the pole. 
W ith Peary’s message 
th ere arose one of the greatest con­ 
troversies of all ages over the hon­ 
or of actual first discovery. 
There 
can be no one who has forgotten 
the dispute. 
Peary’s 
assertions 
were not seriously questioned, but 
among newspaper 
readers 
there 
came to he two great camps, for 
and against Cook. 
Peary with his record of seven 
successful trips to the Arctic, his 
official 
standing 
in the 
U n ite d 1 
States navy and in scientific cir­ 
cles. easily held the commanding 
position in the controversy. 
But it 
was only after the scientific bodies 
one by one had sifted the evidence 
and pronounced Cook’s claims un­ 
founded that P eary’s title as dis­ 
coverer of the pole was really won. 
He made eight journeys into the 
Arctic, spent upwards of half a 
million dollars and several times he 
barely escaped the death wffiich in 
various forms had been the fate of 
more than 700 
explorers 
before 
him. 
The first step that led Peary to­ 
ward the pole was taken in W ash­ 
ington one day when he walked in­ 
to a book store to browse and pick­ 
ed tip a fugitive account of Green­ 
land. 
He became an insatiable 
reader on the subject of the Arctic. 
He was then 30 years old. 
He 
was horn in Cresson, Pa., in 1856. 
His father died wffien he was three 
years old, and his m other took him 
to Portland. Me., where he spent 
his boyhood, roaming about Casco 
Bay. 
He went to Bowdoin College, 
won fame there as a runner and 
jumper, and stood in the honor col­ 
umn of scholarship. 
It was a little 
later that he had gone to W ashing­ 
ton to work as a draughtsm an in 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey of­ 
fices. 
He spent 
his spare 
time 
studying civil engineering and pass­ 
ed in that branch into the naval 
service. 
He became Lieut. Peary, 
U. S. N. 
His first assignment was to 
the 
tropics. 
He was a leader of the 
surveying for the Nicaraugua canal 
route. 
It was when he returned to 
W ashington that he fell upon the 
book about Greenland, and thereaf­ 
ter virtually consecrated himself to 
polar exploration. 
Obtaining leave from the naval 
service, he led an expedition into 
Greenland, to determ ine the extent 
of this mysterious land. 
He deter­ 
mined its insularity, discovered and 
named many Arctic points which 
today are familiar nam es—such as 
Independence 
Bay. Melville Land, 
and Heilprin Land, and in one of 
his later voyages he discovered the 
famous 
m eteorites 
wffiich 
he 
brought hack to civilization. 
One 
of them, weighing 80 tons, is the 
wonder of visitors to the Museum 
of Natural History in New York. 
Between voyages Peary resorted 
to the lecture 
platform 
to raise 
funds for Blither exploration.

time any Jersey cow has produced 
more titan 850 pounds of butterfat 
in a year. Gold Marjoram went on 
test December 12, 1918, and kept up 
her production quite uniformly till 
the end. 
The new world’s record was made 
on feed that was mainly hominy 
and a commercial dairy ration, to 
which was added a quantity of cut 
alfalfa hay. 
The entire 
mixture 
was then soaked with boiling water 
and sometimes molasses was add­ 
ed. The mash was then cooled with 
more water and fed. The cow also 
rn 
was fed about 300 pounds of ground 
oats, but did not receive more than 
25 pounds of cottonseed meal while 
on test. 
Alfalfa hay, hominy, mo­ 
lasses and corn silage comprised 
the main part of her feed. No high 
priced feeds were used. 
Wheat 
pasture was used with good results 
part of the time. 
The cow 
was 
never off feed a single day during 
all her remarkable year.

tion infringes the rights of the in­ 
dividual. 
The 
right 
to 
prohibit 
such traffic was a part of the gov­ 
ernmental powers which the states 
had when they framed the consti­ 
tution of the United States. 
It Is 
a part of the powders 
which 
the 
states, at that time, reserved 
to 
themselves; but it is no more sac­ 
red than any other power then re­ 
served.

“The right of congress to submit 
amendments cannot depend 
upon 
wrhether the proposed 
change 
is 
slight or grave. Every state in the 
Union is a party to the agreem ent 
that whatever change in the con­ 
stitution is proposed by congress 
as prescribed, and is adopted by 
the legislatures, of three-fourths of
